We have discussed Jell While's Radio Miami International operation in several prior Clandestine 
Profile columns. For some time he has been providing an outlet for numerous anti-Castro quasi- 
clandestine programs through bulk airtime purchase arrangements with licensed USA shortwave 
broadcasters. Jeff simultaneously has been constructing his own transmitter in southern Florida, 
primarily designed to broadcast the quasi-clandestine programming that has been brokered 
through Radio Miami International. There have been lengthy repeated delays in the startup of 
his new transmitter, which carries a WRMI callsign. For instance, at the 1992 Monitoring Times 
convention in Atlanta. WRMI's imminent plans for broadcasting were discussed at the 
convention's clandestine session. One year later at the 1993 Monitoring Times convention in 
Atlanta, the identical subject was discussed. During this twelve month interval, no WRMI 
broadcasting was heard. 

ACE Publisher Rob Keeney of Kansas was among the first DX-ers to finally hear this station 
with actual activity. He logged WRMI at (and before) 2100 UTC on November 13. The station 
was transmitting a continuous test loop announcement on 9955 kHz. I thank Rob for his quick 
phone tip that allowed me to also catch this lest. The announcement consisted of Jeff White 
reading a repeating loop of a little less than three minutes duration, with station ID's in English 
and Spanish followed by a test tone.

In "Fine Tuning" #714, longtime friend of ACE 
Mike Hardester of North Carolina says that he heard the earlier initial test at 2125 UTC on 
November 1 1 (also on 9955 kHz). Mike wrote in this month to say hello to all ACE members.

Both Rob and I noted clearly audible signals from the WRMI test, but the station's signal 
strength was noticeably below average at my Cleveland QTH. particularly by the booming signal 
standards of most USA shortwave broadcasters. The WRMI test signal was clearly below levels 
that I usually hear from its adjacent channel anli-Castro clandestine peers, specifically La Voz 
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del CID on 9941.7 kHz and Radio Caiman on 9965 kHz. Jell While indicated lo Rob thai we 
are hearing WRMI oil the back end of the transmitter's direclional beam heading, so the 
relatively modest signals are no great suprise. 

As of November 21, both CID and Caiman are still subject to heterodyne noise jamming from 
Cuba. I noticed no jamming on 9955 kHz during the WRMI tests. But, once (he station 
maintains regularly scheduled program broadcasts, it would suprise no one if a jamming 
transmitter appears on 9955 kHz. 

As you check out this new station, let us know whal you hear! I am sure thai we will have an 
update on this evolving news in the January 1994 issue of "The ACE." 

TKUMMEL FOLLOW-UP ON IIAVKILKO JAMMERS 

We are all pleased to hear from ACE member Kirk Trummel of Missouri. Several limes in the 
past we have printed Vmce llavrilko's logs of loud bubble jamming transmitters that he hears 
from his European QTH in Germany. These jammers are sometimes targeted at licensed 
broadcasters. But, more often than not, a loud bubble jammer in Vince's receiver is a good sign 
that a Middle Eastern clandestine station is operating underneath. 

Kirk comments on a jamming signal that Vince heard on 7470 kHz at 1845 UTC. We ordinarily 
cannot hear either this jammer or its intended target on 41 meters from North America at our 
local early afternoon time of day. But, Vince speculated in the September ACE that the target 
of this jammer could be China, which Kirk admits is scheduled on this frequency at 1830 UTC 

On the other hand. Kirk Trummel reminds us dial die clandestine station "Voice of the Mojahed, 
Sede-ye Mojahed" is simultaneously scheduled on this frequency at that time in Farsi. The 
clandestine uses 7470 kHz between 1400-1900 and 0200-0600 UTC, according to BBCMS 
information printed by Hans Johnson in his excellent October "Listener's Notebook" column in 
NASWA's "The Journal." It is possible (or maybe likely) thai the clandestine (not China) is the 
target of Vince's bubble jammer. 

Kirk accuiately pomis out llial this clandestine can be audible in Nordi America at various times. 
The BBCMS data (via Monitoring Times) that Hans referred to in NASWA lists die station's 
schedule as 1400-1900 and 0200-0800 UTC on 5740, 5870, 6005, 6270, 6520, 6560, 6780. 
7000, 7180, 7470, 8840, 9060, 9240, and 9640 kHz. They claim a television service at 1100 
and 1930 UTC, but BBCMS does not indicate what channel is used. BBCMS speculates that the 
anti-Iran clandestine is "believed to emirate from transmitters in Iraq." The sponsoring 
organization is called "Mojahedin-e Khalq." I cannot confirm or deny that some of their 
broadcasts could be in Farsi, but BBCMS has logged them in "Persian." 

Vince Havrilko sends in another batch of bubble jammer logs from Germany this month. All 
were heard on various mid-October dales on Vince's Japan Radio Corporation NRD-515. He 
heard jammers on 5740 kHz at 1843, 6510 kHz al 1801, 6770 kHz at 1801, 7000/7020 kHz at 
1827, and 9240 kHz at 1849. All of these jammers match the aforementioned operating schedule 
for die Voice of the Mojalied. 

Vince reports one additional bubble jammer on October 10 at 1635 UTC on 4650 kHz, which 
he speculates is targeted at an Iran/Iraq clandestine station. 

LA YQZDEL CID 

In last month's column we discussed a Miami Lklilld. newspaper article which claimed that there 
is a cash flow crunch at La Voz del CID, which could cause reductions in this anii-Castro 
clandestine's schedule. Vince Havrilko says that he still hears them well from Germany on 
6305.7 kHz around 0700 UTC. I checked the bands at 1500 UTC on November 20 and around 
0100 UTC on November 21 before typing this column. I found that CID's 9941.7 kHz signal 
is still there as usual. I still see occasional reports that they are using 11940 kHz. So. CID is 
still with us, despite the alleged drought in their bank account. 
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RADIO FREE BERKELEY

If he does this, it obviously 
would considerably extend the range of Radio Free Berkeley. We ought to keep this in mind as 
a possible future pirate DX target. 

Dunifer is an advocate for low power (e.g. 10 watt) community FM broadcasting. He opposes 
FCC policy that now precludes licensed low power FM broadcasting in the USA. The limca 
says that Radio Free Berkeley airs public service announcements for organizations

TWO EUROPEAN DX PUBLICATIONS 

Andrew Yoder occasionally refers to the "Pirate Chat" Europirate bulletin in his ACE column. 
But. since ACE member Eric Suter of Virginia sent in a copy of their September 1993 issue, 
let me mention it here. The bulletin mainly covers medium wave, shortwave, and FM Europirate 
activity. There is a North American pirate column edited by our own Eric Suter. A few technical 
articles are sprinkled in. The September issue included plans for construction of a medium wave 
loop antenna, some schemes for homebrew FM antennas, and a two page analysis bf medium 
wave propagation. Unlike ACE. Pirate Chat omits clandestine station coverage. Annual dues are 
£10 pounds sterling.with samples available for £1. The Pirate Chat address is 12 Dorman Road, 
Preston, England PR2 6 AS, United Kingdom. 

Another European bulletin is not very well known in North America: "Radio Von Unlen." It 
bills itself as "the alternative media magazine." The publication reminds me of a slick version 
of Glenn Hauser's "Review of International Broadcasting." The bulletin gives very heavy

ZUNDEL 

In the November ACE I solicited comments on whether Ernst Ziindel's "Voice of Freedom" can 
be properly characterized as far right and/or fascist. ACE member Harald Kuhl of Germany 
writes in to report that he repeatedly heard Ziindel's now defunct German broadcast that 
formerly was on the schedule of WWCR. Harald confirms from this old program that "there's 
absolutely no doubt that this guy spreads fascist ideas and views." 

Two other sources who requested anonymity, both inside and outside ACE, remind us that 
Ziindel has been kicked off other stations besides WWCR. Wc previously mentioned in ACE 
that Ziindel had to switch his relay network that carries his satellite TV program. A similar 
controversy is currently ongoing in Europe as Ziindel attempts to secure a satellite feed for that 
continent. Ziindel is also running into some obstacles as he makes plans to extend his shortwave 
radio coverage. He has been rejected so far by stations in at least three countries during attempts 
to establish radio programming relay relationships: Italy. Equatorial Guinea, and the UK.
